American coal miner voting against a strike that would cause 
untold suffering to the greatest nation in the world, yet forced 
to bow meekly to an order which the president himself char­ 
acterized Saturday as “a grave moral and legal wrong against 
the government and the people of the United States.” 
vVhat can De tne cause of this condition? 
Can it be the 
foment of war? 
Hardly. 
Never was there a people more 
united than during the struggle with Germany. Can it be that 
economical conditions in the United States are so rotten that 
men must turn to anarchy and destructive methods to obtain 
a livelihood? 
The answer is plainly that there is more money 
lr. circulation today, more jobs looking for men, more indus­ 
tries offering wages before unheard of, than at any time in 
the Ms tory of the nation. 
The answer does not lie there. 
It lies in the fact that practically every man who is fo­ 
menting trouble in the United States today, every man who is 
fighting against the principles upon which this country was 
founded and by which it must live, is not an American at 
heart 
He is the man you f>"d on the street corners, talking from 
a soap box, or arguing in broken English in front of the news­ 
paper bulletins. Examine his history carefully and you will 
find that he came to this country a cringing, craven, begging 
thing, hi.-* dirty hands extended in pleading, his hypocritical 
lips pour in v forth effusions at the sight of the Statue of Lib­ 
erty. 
He had left his own country, either because he could 
not make a living there or because conditions were so unbear­ 
able as to drive him forth, a fugitive to a land where men 
have an equal chance and where justice is paramount. 
And 
so he came here, he made money, and sent it back home, to 
the country he was alleged to have despised. 
He became a 
fixture in this country, learned enough of the language to; 
carry him along and then— 
With this new language of the land that had given him1 
life, did he speak praise of the country that had fed him,; 
clothed him, fostered him and protected him. He did not. He 
began to spew a venom of the old world, to disseminate the I 
teachings of anarchy. 
He found fault with the administration of a nation that at^ 
one time he had called the salvation of the. world. The insti-i 
tutions of this nation became, on his poisoned lips, things of 
injustice, instruments of oppression. Strange indeed that those 
same institutions were not oppressive when he came here, when 
he hung out of a steerage porthole and wept at the sight of 
the Statue of Liberty! 
Ingrates and venomous traitors—it is the only name which 
can be applied to these men who are seeking to sow the seeds 
of Bolshevism throughout America, the land that fed them. 
With hardly a knowledge of the language we speak, they 
presume to tell us that the foundations upon which this nation 
was builded, and which existed happily for a hundred years 
before their coming, is wrong, and that only their methods of 
death and destruction can make it right.

GOV. ROBERTSON^ 
RETURNS FROM 
MINING DISTRICTS

Governor Robertson returned to the 
executive offices 'Monday morning 
after an absence of several days 
when he was in Henryetta and Mc­ 
Alester mining districts directing the 
work of producing coal by volunteer 
labor. Adj. Gen. Charles P. Barrett, 
in charge of th e'military occupancy 
of Haskell, LeFlore, Pittsburg and 
Okmulgee counties, under the proc­ 
lamation of martial law issued by 
the governor, is expected to return 
Wednesday or Thursday. 
Governor 
Robertson 
expressed 
himself as pleased with the work of 
the volunteers and gives unrestricted 
credit to John A. Whitehurst, presi­ 
dent of the state board of agricul­ 
ture and 
chairman of the state 
council of defense for the oganixa- 
tion of the workers and his super­ 
intendency of the work. The govern­ 
or apparently was of the opinion 
that a former statement, which he 
said that 
he believed the strike 
should have been fought to a finish, 
was a sufficient declaration concern­ 
ing the general aspect of the strike 
and its probable settlement. 
Volunteer workers who had been 
in the coal districts about a week, 
were returned to their homes Friday 
night and Saturday and the detach­ 
ment of guardsmen sent to the coun­ 
ties to maintain martial law were 
also withdrawn. The volunteers were 
paid off by the state at the conclu­ 
sion of their work last week, re­ 
ceiving pay at the rate of about $5 
a day. 
With the expectation that coal 
production will be resumed in com­ 
pliance with the settlement effected 
by federal agency the matter of get­ 
ting coal to consumers is the im­ 
portant consideration just now by 
the state authorities.

GOVERNOR ALLEN 
HAS PLANS TO AID 
UNREST PROBLEM 
Sr the Aftaociated Press 
TOPEKA, Kans., Dec. 17.— Prep­ 
aratory to the meeting of the Kan­ 
sas legislature in special session on 
January 5, members of that body 
have under consideration numerous 
plans for a state law which 
will 
meet the requirements of the pres­ 
ent Industrial situation, brought to 
an acute head by the coal strike. 
Gov. fleury J. Allen in his proclama­ 
tion calling the special session, has 
asked the legislature to formulate 
some method whereby disputes be­ 
tween employes and employers in es­ 
sential industries may 
be 
settled 
witout a complete 
curtailment 
of 
production, caused by strike or lock­ 
out, pending a settlement of the dis­ 
pute. 
Arbitration of these disputes, 
Governor Allen declared, has proven 
inadequate. 
Some other plan in the 
operation of which neither party of 
the dispute shall have a final voice, 
must be devised, he stated. 
The administration legislative pro­ 
gram as proposed will include three 
dominant policies. Preliminary, an 
industrial court will be urged, it is 
said with a possibility that the legis­ 
lature may undertake the establish­ 
ing of such an Institution itself, and 
also recommend such as a solution 
of the current problem on a national 
basis. 
Profiteering laws 
will 
be 
second. 
Recourse by the public may 
be secured through a bill providing 
for a jury determination of profits. 
Another course in this particular 
may be through a commission or li-< 
cense system to retailers and affect-' 
ing tradesmen, middlemen and pro-' 
ducers. 
A third provision consider-) 
ed of vital importance is for a new 
workmen’s compensation 
law. 
A 
commission was appointed 
by 
the 
governor, at the request of the last 
legislature, which met the first part 
of this year, to investigate the op­ 
eration of the present workmen’s 
compensation law and to report re­ 
commendations for its revision or 
a new law. 
Hope that the interests of 
the 
general public will be fully consider­ 
ed by the legislature is seen in the 
fact that its personnel includes a 
wide variety of trades and profess­ 
ions, with men of agricultural in­ 
terests predominant.
